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violation that is a cause for suspension under the provisions of this article that apply
in the county.

3) The penalties under paragraph (2) of this subsection:

(1) Are in addition to and do not limit any other penalty for the

(4) Money collected under this subsection shall be deposited into the
general fund of the county.
